A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT 


Blaine Carpenter of Buffalo Mills 


Killed at Mann's Choice. 


Sunday morning, April 5, the body 


of Blaine Carpenter, a well-known 
youn£ man of Buffalo Mills, was 
found;; about two hundred yards be- 
low the Mann's Choice depot, with 
his skull crushed and other injuries 
inflicted.

is supposed, in attempting to alight 
from the train he was struck and 
almost instantly killed.

Bard on October 27, 1883, being, at 
the ,time of his death, 24 years, five 
months and seven days of age.

He 
was well-known in Bedford, having 
attended social functions and was a 
frequent guest of his aunt, Mrs. Will 
Heltzel, at this place.

Former Bedford Boy Visits Points in 


Chile and Peru—Bull Fight in 


•Honor of the Fleet. 


Magdalena Bay, Mexico, 


March 24, 1908. 


Editor Bedford Gazette:—My last 


letter .to you left us getting under 
way for Puntas Aires, from Rio de 
Janeiro, which we left on January 
22 and" had an uneventful trip to 
Possession Bay, arriving there Janu- 
ary 31 and dropped anchor at 6:35 
p. m. 
At 5 a. m. we raised the an- 


chor for a run into what we all 
thought a very small village and 
never expected any liberty at all, but 
we were surprised at seeing a good 
sized town and beautiful scenery. 
We had liberty there and coaled ship, 
leaving on February 7, going through 
the Straits of Magellan and seeing 
more than one would imagine. We 
were compelled to break out our 
overcoats and capes, also heavy cloth- 
ing. 
The wind was something ter- 


rible, and here and there you would 
see a beautiful glacier moving slowly 
down the high peaks which were 
heavily snow-capped. 
The ice was 


very blue, a different blue from our 
ice at home; once at a distance we 
saw an iceberg but it was so far at 
sea we could ^not enjoy it. 
Natives 


were seen once in a while throughout 
our day's sights. 
The ships went 


through one by one, making quite a 
number of turns, and some places we 
"were that near to land that I could 
throw a stone ashore. We kept our 
eyes open for some kind of animals 
but not one did we-see, nothing but 
large birds. 


We pulled through against the cur- 


rent which was so strong that the 
ship's engines were running at 12 
knots 
and we were only making 


three or four. 
We steamed out at 


about 3 - p. m. and getting out of 
sight of land we were all much better 
pleased, as the farther away from 
land I am the safer I feel aboard a 
battle-wagon; to tell the truth, I feel 
kind of out of place on land for when 
a person rides the seas, whether 
rough or calm, for about four months 
he hardly knows how to act ashore, 
and you have what is known as the 
sea-going walk, one foot stepping on 
the other, for in a storm at sea you 
can get all over the deck and stand 
and wonder how in the world you 
ever navigated to where you are. 
I 


was sick but once from rough rea 
and that was from Boston to Hamp- 
ton Roads, in a heavy storm which 
drove us away off our course. 


Before we reached Peru we stop- 


ped at Valparaiso, Chile; you could 
hardly call it a stop as we went into 
the harbor, saluted the President and 
had a good look at the city, coming 
out to sea again and arriving in Cal- 
lao, Peru, on February 20. 
While 


there we had a royal time. 
I went 


ashore, and took a car to Lima, a run 
of seven miles. The street cars are 
made by Stephenson of Philadelphia, 
and it seemed like home to get in 
one of them. We went to a camera 
store to buy some supplies for my 
camera and I had a picnic making 
the clerks understand our language. 
My camera is 4x5 and I asked for 
plates that size; he took me behind 
the counter and said "pick," well, I 
picked but instead of it being marked 
4x5, 
the size it was, it was marked 


9x12. 


After I got through buying my 


souvenirs I started for the bull fight 
given in honor of the fleet. I will 
say here that I will never lake in an- 
other—it is terrible to

tendants in costly costumes, making 
bows to the audience, then the bugler 
who gave one blast on the bugle. A 
man rode to the centre of the ring on 
a pony, then all the men on foot went 
into little boxes built around the 
sides for protection; two blasts were 
sounded and the doors opened, a very 
large bull came tearing out and the 
man on horseback kept teasing it 
with a large red cloak; herodeoff and 
the men afoot came, each with two 
pointed sticks which they would run 
into the neck of the bull. 
This was 


kept up until he pawed the earth 
and snorted, then came the fighter 
with a sword, also a red cloak on 
his left arm; the bull would chase 
him and, making a quick turn, he 
would stab the bull between the 
shoulders. 
The first bull hooked a 


man, throwing him considerable dis- 
tance, and he was carried from the 
ring. 
The man stuck the bull in a 


vital spot and it sank on its front 
knees and then keeled over dead; the 
bugle sounded and a two-wheeled 
truck pulled by four ponies hooked 
a chain around the neck of the bull 
and went at full speed off the field; 
then the people cheered at the top of 
their voices, and the fighter came 
around inside the ring making bows, 
and the people threw him money, 
rings, etc. I noticed a few natives 
throwing their hats and coats down 
to him; they give anything they have 
to show their appreciation.

All are 


Improved Method of Manufacturing— 


The Selection of Bare. 
Schellsburg, April 7, 1908. 


In a test made here grains from 


two ears side by side showed, one 100 
per cent, germination and the other 
nothing. 
The ears were apparently 


exactly alike, and it seemed as if 
something must be wrong with the 
tester, as both ears were such as 
would have been selected in the old 
way for planting. 
Six grains were 


taken from each ear and planted in 
separate pots. 
The 100 per cent, 


showed six clean stalks, the other rot- 
ted in the ground; showing clearly 
the impossibility of judging accurate- 
ly without the test, and showing that 
the tester is reliable. 


Testers made in the way hereto- 


fore described are bulky, heavy and 
dirty; the housewife sometimes ob- 
jects to having them in the house, 
where they must be to have proper 
supply of heat. 
For a little more 


money a tester can be made that is 
perfect, slightly more rapid, light 
and requires no ground at all. It is 
the form recommended by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. One made here 
is working 
finely. 
* 


Get two yards of cotton (Canton) 


flannel; it comes 30 inches wide. Fold 
each separate yard piece so that it is 
12x30 (two creases) and sew the 
edges together. 
Make a box two 


inches deep into which a 12x30 glass 
will just fit nicely. Tack one of the 
pieces of canton flannel to the bot- 
tom of the box, first ruling it into 
two inch squares and numbering 
them with lumberman's chalk. Into 
these compartments put the grain 
with the germ side up. 


Before loading see that both the 


flannel in the box and the piece for 
top-covering are thoroughly moisten- 
ed. After loading, lay the other piece 
of flannel; giving three thicknesses of 
flannel above and below. 
Then-lay 
the glass on top to keep in the mois- 
ture. Lay a piece of string under the 
glass with the ends out so that you 
can raise the glass to moisten when 
necessary. 
Several moistenings will 


be necessary; use. tepid water and 
just pour it on the top flannel. Six 
days completes this test, and without 
any dirt at all. 


After testing is completed and 


enough 100 per cent, ears laid aside 
for the planting, with a few over for 
next year in case of accidents, we are 
going to grade our corn by inspection 
of each separate ear, the best ears to 
be planted in one corner of the field, 
from which we will select our seed 
corn this fall. 


Of course we have to wait till the 
corn is growing to get at the "field 
points," but we can work the strain 
up somewhat by selection now. Here 
are some points to be carefully con- 
sidered at this time: 


1. Select all ears that show cov- 


ered tips and grains running well in- 
to the butt. 


2. Weigh the ears and select those 


which show greatest amount of corn 
as compared to cob. 


3. Take the longest grained corn 


if otherwise desirable. 


4. Be sure that the germ cell is 


long and not too hollow; a short 
germ cell or a hollow one should be 
discarded. 


5. Test the shelling capacity of the 


corn by wrapping a piece of paper 
around the unshelled ear tightly; if 
the shelled corn fills this paper or 
overruns the ear is a good one to 
plant, 


6. Regularity of rows and a clean 


habit of growth are important and 
should be looked after in selecting 
seed for future strains. 


7. A kernel should not lose its tip 


in shelling nor bring off with it any 
part of the cob; it should shell clean. 


With these points in view, even if 


the nearly perfect ears that can be 
selected from the seed should be but 
half a dozen, it will pay to plant these 
selected ears in one corner of the

is no more sorrowful place in all the 
remnant of the old Eternal City; 
here was the place, we have every 
reason to believe, where Paul was 
confined and where lie wrote his last 
letters to the church; here tradition 
asserts that Peter, too, was impris- 
oned impending his crucifixion. 


We ascended a modern flight of 


steps and after noting above the 
gloomy portals the names of a cou- 
ple of consuls who were in power in 
A: D: 22, viz: "C. Vibius" and "F. 
Jtufinus," we entered, our artist 
friead this time indifferently bring- 
ing up the rear—there were no pic- 
tares he're to conquer. It is almost a 
plunge into the dungeon, so steep are 
the steps; a feeble light trickles in

The Lower Dungeon 


By a flight of modern stairs we

yc,-,r A. D. 8.'," u miraculous fall of 
siiow is sai;l to have occurred in 
Rome, miraculous because it fell up- 
on a certain spot of ground and be- 
cause it fell in midsummer. 
At the 


same time Pope Liberius and a cer 
tain Roman patrician professed to 
have had a- vision in which the Vir- 
gin Mary appeared to them and con- 
veyed the information that the snow 
had fallen to indicate the location o: 
a great temple that should be erectec 
in her honor. Accordingly, the two 
laid the foundation and built upon it 
a church so splendid that surely ii 
must have measured up to the most 
exacting demands of the Virgin. The 
incident of the miraculous fall of 
snow is celebrated now every year on 
the fifth of August by the feast of the 
Madonna, during which white rose 
leaves are showered upon the wor- 
shippers from an unseen source in 
the ceiling of the church, many be- 
lieving the act to be miraculous. 


The great nave of this church, 280 


feet'in length, is floored in immacu- 
late marble and lined by avenues of 
glorious columns that were cut from 
the quarries of Hymettus at Athens. 
The aisles fairly teem with white 
figures that deck the tombs of the 
Popes and others, sculptured into ex- 
quisite designs; porphyry, jasper and 
malachite are worked up into decora- 
tions of rarest and prettiest schemes 
and throughout the whole vast ex- 
panse a "dim, religious light" com- 
pels reverence, even from the most 
worldly-minded. 


Here, as the fittest place for its 


care, is kept one of the most precious 
relics of the Roman Catholic church 
-—a cradle which purports to be that 
in which the babe Jesus was carried 
by his father and mother into Egypt. 
We saw the splendid piece of marble 
and silver, and burning lamps where 
it is preserved, but could not see the 
cradle itself—only on Christmas day 
it is exposed to public view. 


Sacred Relics 


The church of St. John, called St. 


Giovanno in Laterano, ranks next to 
St. Peter's among the churches of 
Catholicism. In the square in front 
of it stands the largest of the seven- 
teen Egyptian obelisks now in the 
city of Rome. In this church all the 
Popes were crowned until recently. 
It has the same extravagance of mar- 
ble floor, forests of marble columns, 
immaculate sculptured figures, and 
golden ceilings that St. Peter's, St. 
Paul's, and Maria Maggiore have. 
Between the pillars of the nave there 
are giant statues of the twelve apos- 
tles, at one end is the pontificial 
throne bearing an inscription that 
declares the church to be the mother 
of all the churches; in the loft on 
either side of the transept are two 
mammoth organs made by an Ameri- 
can firm and costing a fabulous fig- 
ure; in the very middle of the floor is 
a pavilion containing what is said to 
be the skulls of Peter and Paul, and 
likewise the table at which Peter is 
reputed to have celebrated mass in 
the house of one Pudens. 


Behind a copy of Lenardo de 


Vinci's great painting of the Last 
Supper, is a piece of wood which, ac- 
cording to tradition, formed a part 
of the table upon which Christ ate 
the last supper with his disciples. 
Empress Helena, mother of Constan- 
tino, is responsible for this tradition, 
for she Iv'-.i^ht the piece of wood 
irom Jei uo.Uem upon her 
famous 


irii) 
of 
investigation. 
She 
also 


brought bade many other sacred rel- 
ics which have become objects of 
\eneiation, among them being a con- 
traption of wood which Joseph is 
supposed to have p-.ade in his work- 
shop to show the height of Jesus at 
twelve years of age.

bronze tioor, a magnificent work of 
art that was taken by one of the 
Popes from tho senate house of the 
ancient Forum, we crossed the fa- 
cade and entered a small building, 
unaware of its nature and what it 
contained, for our guide Maecaroni 
had a way of withholding informa- 
tion till we were squarely upon his 
sights and then springing them as a 
surprise. 
He delighted in our inter- 


rogative expressions and in quench- 
ing onr curiosity with a sputtering 
spray of detail. He was a bright fel- 
low, 
a Catholic, and a cyclopedia of 


information, knowing every inciden 
that ever occurred in the history o 
Rome, ancient, mediaeval and mod 
fern, and every foolish fancy or super 
stition. 


The Sacred Stairway 


We were scarcely inside the build 


ing when we found ourselves at th 
foot of a flight of stairs, a large com 
pany of sight-seers looking on, whil 
a larger company was ascending th 
steps—would you believe it?—on 
their knees. 
And what was this 


The Santa Scala, we were informed 
the sacred stairway which Queen 
Helena secured from the palace o 
Pontius Pilate in Jerusalem, and 
which is sacred because it was troc 
by Jesus in the persecutions prelimi 
nary to the crucifixion. It is very 
steep, and I do not believe I ever sa-s 
anywhere a more peculiar spectac! 
than that exhibited by those who 
humbly, 
reverently, 
laboriously 


worked their way up the twenty 
eight steps. There were old men and 
young men, old women and maidens 
some going at a fair gait, but mos 
of them halting at every step either 
to rub their joints, or to pray, or to 
kiss the steps pressed by the Savior': 
holy feet. 
One elderly man wa: 


fudging on Providence by hoisting 
himself over the twenty-eight 
diffi- 


cult rapids with a cane. 
And while 


we looked, a detachment of boys in 
red uniform robes came in and at 
once fell to their knees and began to 
climb, stopping four times en route 
to bow and bend in a concert of 
prayer; they made rapid speed, pass- 
ing all others. One old lady moved 
so slowly that I wonder if she has 
yet reached the top, and her efforts 
were so painful that I \could hear her 
bones creak in their rusty sockets. 


The original steps are of marble 


and these are never touched by feet 
nor hands, for they are covered with 
a false wooden casing; and it is easy 
to believe Maccaroni's statement that 
the steps wear out and have to be re- 
placed every five years. There are 
two holes, however, in each wooden 
tep through which the original mar- 
ble may be seen, and it is the custom 
of those ascending t.o stop frequently 
and press their eye against the aper- 
tures. 
Time and again we saw the 


timbers take an umbrella, cane, or 
stick and press it through a hole and 
fervently kiss the medium during its 
contact with the sacred relic, or rub 
handkerchiefs or beads against it 
to sanctify them.
